Old Soldier Weds Girl He Saved. 
Emmet A. Bishop, aged eighty-ona 


years, and Mrs. H. Skiles Simpson, 
aged 
sixty years, were married in 


Scranton, Pa. 


On May 3, 1863, just after the battla 


of Chancellorsville, Private -Bishop, 
of the Union forces, while on a for- 
aging expedition with five comrades, 
discovered 
a 
burning 
farmhouse. 


Bishop saved a ten-year-old girl nam- 
ed Skiles from the building. 


About a year ago Bishop met Mrs.

It 
was the pervading idea in the faith of 
the old Hindus; it inspired the an- 
cient Egyptian belief in immortality; 
in the pre-Christian religions of Baby- 
lon. Assjria and Asia Minor it was 


fundamental; "while around this idea 
in Greece, Carthage and Rome cen- 
tered the most sacred of rites and 
mysteries. 
Strange and sometimes 


horrible in sacrifice were the cere- 
monies wbicli ushered in the reborn 
•world, 
rituals 
of worship 
which 


drenched altars with human blood in 
imitation of the god who died that 
the world might live. In other places 
the great spring festival took the form 
of joy transformed into the abandon 
of license. But in all these perver- 
sions the central idea remained as an 
expression of man's attempt to fathom 
the secret of the universe and to ad- 
3ust his little life to its awful mys- 
teries. 


We moderns of today can have no 


adequate conception of what the ad- 
v ent of spring meant in the child- 
hood of mankind. In a way we have 
conquered the seasons and adapted 
ourselves to their changing moods. But 
even a few centuries ago, man was al- 
most hopeless in the grip of a relent- 
less, pitiless rhythm of superfluous 
plenty in summer and starvation and 
death in winter. 
It was only the 


strong and vigorous who survived the 
winter's fight with hunger. The an- 
cient Lent was in very fact a period 
of mailing and lamentation, for at 
this time the gods seemed to have 
deserted mankind, and the earth it- 
self, the great mother goddess of fer 
tility and fecundity, appeared to have 
died beneath their feet. The coming 
of spring, the resurrection of fertil- 
ity, meant that man's despairing pray- 
ers had been answered, that his sac- 
rifices had been accepted, and that 
his battle with hunger was over. In 
the sharp prod of biting hunger which 
ancient man viewed as a punishment 
inflicted by the gods presiding o\er 
the various aspects of nature and the 
seasons, can be found the reason for 
much that seems strange and mon- 
strous to us in the old religions. 


Adonis v\as the god who represent- 


ed the yearly decay and revival of 
life, an annual death and resurrection. 
His worship spread from western 
Asia throughout the Mediterranean 
littoral. 
He was pictured as bleed- 


ing to death with the red loaves of 
autumn and coming to life again with 
the fresh green of spring. Often Ado- 
nis was impersonated by a living man 


who was sacrificed upon the harvest 
field. In the great Phoenician sanctu- 
ary of Astarte at Byblus the death of 
Adonis was mourned to the shrill wail- 
ing notes of the flute, with weeping, 
lamentations and beating of breasts, 
but the next day the dead god was 
believed to rise from the dead and 
to ascend to heaven in the presence 
of hit, worshipers, amid hymns of joy 
and glad shouts of "Adonis is risen 
from the dead!" It is in the worship 
of Attis, however, that occurs the 
most striking resemblance to many 
of the observances of the Christian 
Easter. 
Attis was believed to have 


been miraculously born of a virgin 
mother and like Adonis to have died 
a violent death, rising from the dead 
at the time of the spring festival 
Hideous orgiastic rites marked the rit- 
ual of Attis worship in JRome. Days 
of blood and atonement preceded, the 
hilarious joy of the great day of res- 
urrection. While devout multitudes 
flocked to the sanctuary, the unsexed 
pnests of Attis and Cybele, to the 
music of flutes, drums and cymbals, 
slashed themselves with knives, and 
in wild, frenzied dances splattered the 
altars with dripping blood. The effigy 
of Attis bound to a pine tree played 
an important part in the ceremony. 
"The Day of Blood" witnessed the 
period of mourning over the effigy of 
the god which was afterward buried 
in a sepulcher. The worshipers prayed 
and fasted in wailing and lamenta- 
tion in preparation for the sacra- 
mental meal. 
But when night had 


fallen the grief of the worshipers 
turned to ecstatic gladness in the Fes- 
tival of Joy. Suddenly a Hgnt shone 
m the darkness The tomb u as opened 
and the temple thrilled to shouts that 
told that Attis had risen from the 
dead. And as the priest touched the 
lips of the mourners with balm he 
softly whispered in their ears the 
glad tidings of salvation. 
The resur- 


rection of Attis was hailed by his 
votaries as a divine promise that 
they, too, \\ould issue triumphant 
from the corruption of the grave. 
A blessed sacramental meal and a 
baptism of blood were among other 
ceremonies for the initiates, a ritual 
which included a sacrifice of virility. 
It meant to them a new spiritual 
birth and remission of sins.

rituals 
of 
worship 
which 
drenched altars with human blood in 
imitation of the god w?ho died that 
the world might live. 
In other places 
the great spring festival took the form 
of joy transformed into the abandon 
of license. 
But in all these perver­ 
sions the central idea remained as an 
expression of m an’s attem pt to fathom 
the secret of the universe and to ad­ 
just his little life to its awful mys­ 
teries. 


We modern» of today can have no 
adequate conception of what the ad­ 
vent of spring m eant in the child­ 
hood of mankind. 
In a way we have 
conquered the seasons and adapted 
ourselves to their changing moods. But 
even a few centuries ago, man was al­ 
m ost hopeless in the grip of a relent­ 
less, pitiless rhythm of superfluous 
plenty in summer and starvation and 
death in winter. 
It was only the 
strong and vigorous wiio survived the 
winter’s fight with hunger. 
The an­ 
cient Lent was in very fact a period 
of wailing and lamentation, for at 
this time the gods seemed ]to have 
deserted mankind, and the earth it­ 
self, the great mother goddess ot fer­ 
tility and fecundity, appeared to have 
died beneath their feet, The coming 
of spring, the resurrection of fertil­ 
ity, m eant that m an’s despairing pray* 
ers had been answered, that his sac­ 
rifices had been accepted, and that 
his battle with hunger was over. 
In 
the sharp prod of biting hunger which 
ancient man viewed as a punishment 
inflicted by the gods presiding over 
the various aspects of nature and the 
seasons, can be found the reason for 
much that seems strange and mon­ 
strous to us in the old religions. 


Adonis ^ a s the god w'ho represent­ 
ed the yearly deca> and revival of 
life, an annual death and resurrection. 
His 
worship 
spread 
from 
western 
Asia throughout the M editerranean 
littoral. 
He was pictured as bleed­ 
ing to death with the red leaves of 
autumn and coming to life again with 
the fresh green ot spring. Often Ado- 
in the pre-Christian religions of Baby- 
Jod. Assyria and Asia Minor at v»as i nis .w’as impersonated by a living man 


who was sacrificed upon the harvest 
field. 
In the great Phoenician sanctu­ 
ary of Astarte at Byblus the death of 
Adonis w'as mourned to the shrill wail­ 
ing notes of the flute, with weeping, 
lamentations and beating of breasts, 
but the next day the dead god was 
believed to rise from the dead and 
to ascend to heaven in the presence 
of his worshipers, amid hymns of joy 
and glad shouts of "Adonis is risen 
from the dead!” 
It is in the worship 
of Attis, however, that occurs the 
m ost striking resemblance to many 
of the observances of the Christian 
Easter. 
Attis was believed to have 
been miraculously born of a virgin 
mother and like Adonis to have died 
a violent death, rising from the dead 
at the time of the spring festival. 
Hideous orgiastic rites marked the rit­ 
ual of Attis worship in Home. 
Days 
of blood and atonement preceded the 
hilarious joy of the great day of res<> 
urrection. 
While devout multitudes 
flocked to the sanctuary, the unsexed 
priests of Attis and Cybele, to the 
music of flutes, drums and cymbals, 
slashed themselves with knives, and 
in wild, frenzied dances splattered the 
altars with dripping blood. The efligy 
of Attis bound to a pine tree played 
an important part in the ceremony. 
'‘The • Day of Blood’' w itnessed the 
period of mourning over the efligy of 
the god which wag afterward buried 
in a sepulcher. The worshipers prayed 
and fasted in wrailing and lamenta­ 
tion in preparation for the sacra­ 
mental meal. 
But when night had 
fallen the grief of the worshipers 
turned to ecstatic gladness in the Fes­ 
tival of Joy, 
Suddenly a light shone 
in the darkness. The tomb was opened 
and the temple thrilled to shouts that 
told that Attis had risen from the 
dead. 
And as the priest touched the 
lips of the mourners with balm he 
softly whispered in their ears the 
glad tidings of salvation. 
The resur­ 
rection of Attis was hailed by his 
votaries as a divine promise th at 
they, 
too, 
would 
issue 
triumphant 
from the corruption of the grave. 
A blessed sapramental meal and a 
baptism of blood W’ere among other 
ceremonies for the initiates, a ritual 
w'hich included a sacrifice of virility. 
It m eant to them a new spiritual 
birth and remission of sins. 
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E stood on the outskirts 
of a crowd surround­ 
ing a group of Salva­ 
tion Army people. No 
one paid the slightest 
heed to this man with 
the 
livid 
face 
and 
ashamed eyes. 
Every­ 
one was craning his 
neck to gape at the 
girl in the blue poke 
bonnet, who had just begun to sing in 
a wonderful contralto voice: 


I've found a friend In Jesus; 
He's everything to me, 


He’s the fairest of ten thousand to my 
soul. 


The Lily of the Valley, 
In Him alone X see 
All I need to cleanse and make ine fully 
whole.

Washington.—Plans have been com- 


jjleieci by the navy department for the 
mobilization of the entire Atlantic 
fleet, the destroyer and submarine 
flotillas and the naval aviation corps, 
off Newport on May IS. Newport will 
be the base of operations, which will 
involve the working out of a naval 
problem on which the war college at 
Newport has beon busy for weeks and 
which will cover the coast from Nan- 
tucke? to Moutauk Point, the approach 
In Long Island sound. 


The game as mapped out is the most

of the task they had sot for theuas-eh es. 


It was four mouths from the date of 


that opening shot that word of any 
progress was reported. 


It was only -when the British super 


Dreadnought Queen Elizabeth, armed 
with ei^ht h'ftuen-aich suns and l.»iug 
from eisrht to ten miles offshore, hurJ"d 
tons and tous of metal into the outer 
fortifications at the entrance to the 
Dardanelles that the tirst breach was 
made in the supposedly impregnable 
defenses 


This wonderful marine fighting ma- 


chine, the Queen Elizabeth, was only 
one of a fleet of forty warships sent to 
hammer down the foits that guaid the 
forty mile long passage through the 
sea of Marmora and to Constantinople 
beyond. Engaged with her in the task, 
which may he regarded as comparable 
to that of storming the rock of Gibral- 
tar, were the Dreadnoughts Agamem- 
non.^Irresistible, Vengeance, Cornwal- 
lis. Triumph. Albion and Majestic. 
most of which were armed with four 
twelve-inch guns each, and the French 
pre-Dreadnoughts Gaulois, Suffren and 
Charlemagne 


Opposing the passage of these en- 


gines of destruction is a continuous 
line of fortifications on both sides of 
the narrow strait, supplemented with 
deadly sea mines aud several subma 
tines. 


The one enormous advantage pos- 


sessed by the attacking foice is in the 
superior range of its guns. Opposed to 
the twelve and fifteen inch guns of the 
combined fleet, the greatest guns of the 
forts are pieces of 10.2 inch caliber. 


From the beginning of the forcing of 


the Dardanelles early in November all 
the fortifications within range of the 
larger guns of the attacking fleet were 
subjected to desultory bombardment 
The end of February, however, marked 
the starting of the attack in deadly 
earnest,, Two days of constant pound- 
ing battered down the forts guarding 
the entrance to the strait from the 
Mediterranean. 


Military experts agreo _that the 


strength of the defenses o? the Dar 
danelles grows from the'en trance as 
they near Constantinople. When the 
present great war passes into nlstor? 
no more momentous struggle will be 
recorded than that of the attempt of 
the allies' fleet to force the passage 
toward the Golden Horn.

Albany, X. Y.—That the state can 


save lU.Oiil) lives annually and reduce 
the death rate as low as that in New 
York city, if uot lower, is the keynote 
of the letter from Dr. Ilermanu M. | 
Biggs, stare commissioner of health, ' 
to Governor Whitman, transmitting 
the thirty-fifth auuual report of the 
depart: mcni. 


"The state department has set for it- 


self the task of saving 25,000 lives 
within five years." says Dr. Biggs. 
"The question now is whether the leg- 
islature will provide the funds neces- 
sary to secure this saving. 


"The education of the public to the 


risks of neglect and to the advantages j 
and ways of healthful living is neces- 
sarily a slow process. For its success- 
ful accomplishment by the sanitary au- 
thorities its requisites are adequate 
funds, broad powers and an efficient 
organization, carrying guidance and 
inspiration into every school, work- 
shop, store and factory, as well as into 
every home, whether in the city, town 
or remotest countryside 


"The exact achievements of modern 


preventive medicine and the collection 
of statistics of disease and death have 
made it possible today, as it has never 
been before, to calculate with reason- 
able accuracy and in terms of life and 
health as well as in dollars and cents 
the returns which expenditures of mon- 
ey and of personal service by the state 
may secure." 


The health commissioner quotes the 


motto of the state department: "Public 
health is purchasable. Within natural 
limitations any community can deter- 
mine its own death rate." 


"This is as true when applied to the 


state as a whole as to any individual 
Community within it" says Dr. Bisgs, 
and he points out that not only can 
10.000 livost be saved annually, but that 
this means that 100.000 cases of serioua 
illness can be prevented, with all the 
economic loss involved in payment of 
physicians and nurses, the cost of med- 
icines and special foods and supplies, 
the suspension of wages and decreased 
efficiency, lowered vitality and mental 
and physical suffering. 


As to the money saving involved. 


Commissioner Bicrgs says that $2.500 is 
a conservative estimate of the value of 
each life thus unnecessarily lost, and 
$50 is a conservative estimate of the 
emergency expense for each case of 
severe illness. 
" "This makes a total loss in this state 
of $30.000.000 a year in preventable 
disease," says Dr Biggs, "and this es- 
timate takes no account of the vast in- 
crease in the economic efficiency of the 
people of the state, which is possible 
through the fostering of greater health- 
fulness in all communities." 


As evidence that this can be accom- 


plished Dr. Biggs points out the re- 
sults of efficient health work in New 
York city. 


"What practical man of business 


twenty-five years ago would have be- 
lieved that 50.000 lives a year could be 
saved in New York city by health 
measures? Yet this result has already 
been accomplished." 


The commissioner points out that tula 


saving of life can be brought about not 
tiiiereiy m the early puriodt, of life, but 
in the period beginning at forty-five. 


"Those diseases of the heart and 


blood vessels, the kidueys and the 
brain." he says, "which are peculiar tc 
the middle and later periods of life and 
which would seem to have been rapidly 
increasing in recent years, are most in- 
sidious in their onset and development. 
The affected individual is often quite 
unconscious of their presence until 
measures intended for tueir arrest are 
no longer promising. A broad field of 
the greatest usefulness is here open to 
the sanitary authorities, which has 
thus far been almost untouched- 


"We are convinced that at least five 


years may be added to the average 
lifetime of each individual reaching the 
age of forty-five (the period of greatest 
usefulness and productiveness) by the 
subsequent proper guidance and pro- 
tection of his life activities, at no cost 
of efficiency, but. on the contrary, with 
a distinct average increase." 


Increased appropriations have been 


asked for to carry forward the depart- 
ment's campaign of education, to ex- 
tend laboratory facilities for diagnosis 
and treatment of diseases to safeguard 
•fieople against preventable diseases and 
to postpone the approach of those dis- 
eases which are unavoidable.

DENTISTS HELP 


I¥FIT 


Remarkable Operations Performed on Wounded Soldiers Arouse 


Interest in New Aspect of War Surgery-^Piecs of Rib Sub- 


stituted for Jawbone—Armies of the World Slow to Rec- 


ognize Importance of Work Done by Tooth Doctors. 


Paris.—A capital professional inter- 


est attaches to the dental department 
of the American ambulance at Neuilly. 
Perhaps never before, certainly never 
since dental science took on the char- 
acter of "surgery of the face," has 
there been such an opportunity for 
dentists. The number and variety of 
injuries to the lower part of the face 
which have been presented by the 
wounded from the battlefields along 
the Marne and Aisne has never been 
surpassed in even the most remarkable 
railway accidents, those other feasts 
of dentists. 


It is due again to American ingenu- 


ity and independence that the dental 
aspect of war surgery has been given 
any chance. First of all Americans 
are the best dentists, as they wer^ the 
first practical ones. In this branch of 
medicine Europe still goes to school to 
America, Then, too, the American am- 
bulance was founded under such con- 
ditions of freedom from bureaucratic 
control that it was possible for the 
eminent head surgeon. Doctor Du Bou- 
chet, himself a son of a dentist and a 
brother of one, to turn over to a spe- 
cial department all jaw cases without 
stirring up rivalries between grades of 
surgeons and physicians and dentists 
with different kinds and colors of 
stripes on their sleeves. 


In the French hospitals dental oper- 


ating-has not been nearly so success- 
fnl, not only because the French den- 
tist is not mechanically and medically 
so competent as his American con- 
frere, but even more pronouncedly be- 
cause the dentist's military grade is 
necessarily lower than the physician's 
or surgeon's. 


Dentists in U. S. Army. 


In the English army, too, there are 


no places regularly reserved for den- 
tists. In fact the American is the only 
army for which dentists are regularly 
engaged just as surgeons are, and in 
the American army the grade' of the 
dentist, that of first lieutenant, from 
which he cannot rise, is far from satis- 
factory to the profession in general. 


The result of this particularly bad 


foresight on the part of the French 
military bureaucrats is that no pro- 
vision can be made for the curing of 
injuries to the jaw, because it is out 
of the question for surgeons to attempt 
to do dental work. At the American 
ambulance now the dental department 
is receiving many cases for reopera- 
tion from eminently competent sur- 
geons. 


The case of a man whose jaw, two- 


fMrds shot away, was sewn and pieced 
together so that it was all out of line 
and whose lips, ripped to pieces by the 
bail which destroyed his mouth and 
left only fragments hashing about his 
neck, were so sewed np that his beard 
was growing away prosperously inside 
Ms mouth and tickling the roof of it, 
leaving the patient unable to speak 
and scarcely able to eat, was only one 
of dozens. In six weeks the American 
dentist treating this man had the jaw 
and lips back again in normal position 
and a monstrous face is turned into 
one which only a dentist could ever 
tell had been injured. 


It would be folly for anyone but 


a dentist to attempt to describe in 
their technical aspect the peculiar 


character of the problems presented 
for solution in the dental ciruic of the 
American ambulance. 


Rib in Place of Jawbone. 


Roughly speaking, the injuries which 


the writer actually saw one morning 
in the clinic were about as much worse 
than those reported, in photographs, 
from bad railway accidents as these 
latter were worse than face injuries 
of ordinary life. The most striking if 
not the most interesting cdses were 
those m which all or most of the lower 
jaw had been shot away. The basis 
of repairing such mouths was the sub- 
stitution of a piece of rib for the miss- 
ing jawbone. Teeth were placed upon 
the new jaw and in the course of a few 
•\veeks the patient could speak and eat 
normally. 
There were some cimous 


cases in which the tongue had been 
shot off in the middle. An English 
boy -who had gone to the hospital in 
that condition spoke quite clearly out 
of his made-over mouth after only a 
few weeks of care. 


There were many cases, too, where 


bullets had entered at tlie top of the 
jaw on one side of the face, clipped 
off from twelve to sixteen teeth flatly 
down along the jaws, and blown the 
whole business—teeth, pieces of jaw- 
bone and shreds of tissue—out through 
a hole which took up practically aB of 
the opposite flat side of the lower face. 
After a very short time such cases are 
completely cured, so that the patient 
may have a far better mouth than he 
had when he went to the hospital. The 
surgeons work in co-operation with the 
dentists, so that any complications in 
the way of abseeEses in the varioas 
facial glands are properly attended to 
medically. 


A difficulty of the various jaw frac- 


tures under treatment was that the 
bones in question were not merely 
broken into ten or a dozen separated 
morsels—a thing which dentists know 
well how to deal with—but were rather 
pulverized into a perfectly unrecogniz- 
able mass of utterly smashed up mat- 
ter. Teeth were blown down into ob- 
scure corners at the bottom of the 
mouth, from which position they could 
be extracted only with great difficulty 
on account of the danger of bleeding. 
X-ray photographs gave no assistance 
to the operators in these cases because 
there were literally no solid pieces left 
for putting together. 


The patients appeared to suffer ex- 


tremely little pain during the course of 
the fixing of ali sorts of complicated 
wire apparatus in their wretched 
mouths because the pressures and 
forces employed were applied so very 
gradually. There were several me» 
present for messing who iiad been un- 
der ether on the operating table two 
hours before while a surgeon placed 
morsels of their ribs where their own 
lower jaws had once been; these fel- 
lows were smoking cigarettes and 
whistling a little and trying out a bit 
of conversation just to see how fhe 
new halves of their mouths worker?. 
Apart from the line of stitches up an*, 
down the center of their chins the 
faces looked quite normal. 


From Many HospitaSs. 


It is extraordinary what a large 


number of such difficult cases one den- 
tist can attend to between nine and 


eleven in the morning. A very few min- 
utes suffice for each case because thd 
cnring eflfocted t»y the apparatus with- 
in the mouth is so gradual a process. 
Six operators had perhaps sixty or sev- 
enty cases in their chairs darinc the 
short time that the correspondent was 
permitted to remain in the clinic. The 
majority of the cases so far have come 
from the wounded taken directly to the 
hospital from the front, but during the 
last few weeks many cases have been 
received from other hospitals whose 
surgeons have heard of the work be- 
ing done by the American dental clinic. 
Alfgt of the§e cases were for reopert- 
tion, of coarse. 


In addition to the more serious scr 


gical work which the American den- 
tists are carrying on a large amount of 
extremely important minor work in the 
way of repairs to bad teeth is being 
accomplished. Soldiers who cannot eat 
cannot fight and it takes better than 
ordinary teeth to chew army food. The 
number of men who have been sent 
back from the trenches because they 
have broken off their rotted teeth by 
biting on hard biscuits and have then 
fallen ill from indigestion of food 
swallow fed uhole is very large. There 
are also in the regular military hos- 
pitals of Pans and the provincial cities 
hundreds of men who ha\ e simply lost 
their false teeth in the trenches. The 
state of dental culture in France is so 
low—until 1S94 any person whatsoever 
could hang out his dentist's sign- 
that ilie ordinary recruit has teeth 
which' an American dentist would say 
offhand made Lim useless tor long 
campaigning. 


The English soldiers, loo, have very 


bad teeth 
The consequence is that 


toothache is common in the English 
trenches, even among officers, strange 
as that maj seem. One English gen- 
eral even had to have a dentist visit 
him under fire to pull a tooth. 


Important as Good Feet. 


The point which the American den- 


tists emphasize is that dental work is 
so rapidly done that it would be pos- 
sible to ha\e every man properly 
equipped with a chewing apparatus in 
time of peace and that eating is such 
an important part of a soldier's ac- 
tivity that it is as foolish to send him 
out to battle with bad teeth as it would 
be to drill men with impossibly crip- 
pled feet with the idea of making ex- 
cellent marchers out of them. 
In 


order to raise the dental standard in 
armies, of course, it will be necessary 
to grant medical rank to dental practi- 
tioners, who consider themselves as 
medical men who have taken up the 
legitimate medical specialty of the 
teeth and mouth. 


Thus it is hoped that the war may 


have the incidental good effect of ad- 
vertising the tremendous social value 
of the American dental standard and 
introducing into armies some sort of 
systematic treatment of this important 
matter.

EXPLAINS GROWTH OF SEEDS 


English 
Scientist 
Has 
Discovered 
That Carbonic Acid Gas Keeps 
Them From Sprouting. 


Why seeds should not sprout while 
maturing, and why they should lie 
dormant long periods of ume, are 
questions that occur to few who ac­ 
cept nature's ways as a m atter of 
course. 


But there m ust be some restraining 
cause to prevent growth in seeds, ;tnd 
Franklin Kidd, «Fellow of St. John’s 
college, Cdtnbridge, reports in the pro­ 
ceedings of the Royal society that it 
is carbonic acid gas. 


Removing the 
part of the seed 
which 
this 
gas 
generates, 
it 
will 
sprout before it is ripe; it will sprout 
if the high partial pressure of carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere be removed. 
High tem peratures remove these pres­ 
sures, hence seeds germinate best 
in warm weather. 


Tho arrested development, Mr. Kidd 
finds, is not due to lack of moisture, 
but solely to the narcotic effect of the 
carbon dioxide.

DENTISTS HELP MAKE 


Remarkable Operations Performed on Wounded Soldiers Arouse 
Interest in New Aspect of War Surgery— 1Piece of Rib Sub- 
* stituted for Jawbone— Armi3S of the World Slow to Rec­ 
ognize Importance of Work Done by Tooth Doctors.

Paris.--A .capital professional inter­ 
est attaches to the dental department 
of the American ambulance at Neuilly. 
Perhaps never before, certainly never 
since dental science took on the char­ 
acter of “surgery of the face,” has 
there been such an opportunity for 
dentists. 
The number and variety of 
injuries to the lower part of the face 
which have been presented by the 
wounded from the battlefields along 
the Marne and Aisne has never been 
surpassed in even the most remarkable 
railway accidents, those other feasts 
of dentists. 


It is due again to American ingenu­ 
ity and independence that the dental 
aspect of war surgery has been given 
any chance. 
First of all Americans 
are the best dentists, as they were the 
ilrst practical ones. In this branch of 
medicine Europe still goes to school to 
America. Then, too, the American am­ 
bulance was founded under such con­ 
ditions of freedom from bureaucratic 
control that it was possible for the 
eminent head surgeon, Doctor Du Bou- 
chet, himself a son of a deutist and a 
brother of one, to turn over to a spe­ 
cial department all jaw cases without 
stirring up rivalries between grades of 
surgeons and physicians and dentists 
with different kinds and colors of 
stripes on their sleeves. 


Jn the French hospitals dental oper­ 
ating has not been nearly so success­ 
ful, not only because the French den­ 
tist is not mechanically and medically 
so competent as his American con­ 
frere, but even more pronouncedly be­ 
cause the dentist’s military grade is 
necessarily lower than the physician’s 
or surgeon’s. 


^Dentists in U, S. Army. 


In the English army, too, there are 
no places regularly reserved for den­ 
tists. In fact the American is the only 
army for which dentists are regularly 
engaged just as surgeons are, and in 
the American army the grade* of the 
dentist, that of iirst lieutenant, from 
which ho cannot rise, is far from satis­ 
factory to the profession in general. 


The result of thi^ particularly bad 
foresight on the part of the French 
military bureaucrats is that no pro­ 
vision can be made for the curing of 
injuries to the jaw, because it is out 
of the question for surgeons to attem pt 
to do dental work. 
At the American 
ambulance now the dental department 
is receiving many cases for reopera­ 
tion from eminently competent sur­ 
geons. 


The case of a man whose jaw, two- 
thirds shot away, was sewn and pieced 
together so that it was all out of line 
and whose lips, ripped to pieces by the 
bail which destroyed his mouth and 
Ieit only fragment* hanging about his 
neck, were so sewed up that his beard 
was growing away prosperously inside 
his mouth and tickling the roof of it, 
leaving the patient unable to speak 
and scarcely able to eat, was only one 
of dozens. Jn six weeks the American 
aentist treating this man had the jaw 
and lips back again in normal position 
and a monstrous face is turned into 
one which only a dentist could over 
tell had been injured. 


It would be folly for anyone but 
a dentist to attem pt to describe in 
their technical aspect the peculiar 


character of th<* problems presented 
for solution in the dental clinic oP the 
American ambulance. 


Rib in Place of Jawbone. 


Roughly speaking, the injuries which 
the writer actually saw one morning 
in the clinic were about as much worse 
than those reported, in photographs, 
from bad railway accidents as these 
latter were worse than face injuries 
of ordinary life. The most striking if 
not the most interesting cases were 
those in which all or most of the lower 
jaw had been shot away. 
The basis 
of repairing such mouths was the sub­ 
stitution of a piece of rib for the miss­ 
ing jawbone. Teeth were placed upon 
the new jaw and in the course of a few 
weeks the patient could speak and eat 
normally. 
There were some curious 
cases in which the tongue had been 
shot off in the middle. 
An English 
boy who had gone to the hospital in 
that condition spoke quite clearly out 
of his made-over mouth after only a 
few weeks of care. 


There were many cases, too, where 
bullets had entered at the top of the 
jaw on one side of the face, clipped 
off from twelve to sixteen teeth flatly 
down along the jaws, and blown the 
whole business—teeth, pieces of jaw­ 
bone and shreds of tissue—out through 
a hole which took up practically aU of 
the opposite flat side of the lower face. 
After a very short time such cases are 
completely cured, so that the patient 
may have a far better mouth than he 
had when he went to the hospital. The 
surgeons work in co-operation with the 
dentists, so that any complications In 
the way of abscesses in the various 
facial glands are properly attended to 
medically. 


A difficulty of the various jaw frac­ 
tures under treatm ent was that the 
bones in question were not merely 
broken into ten or a dozen separated 
morsels—a thing which dentists know 
well how to deal with—but were rather 
pulverized into a perfectly unrecogniz­ 
able mass of utterly smashed up m at­ 
ter. 
Teeth were blown down into ob­ 
scure corners at the bottom of the 
mouth, from which position they could 
bo extracted only with great difficulty 
on account of the danger of bleeding. 
X-ray photographs gave no assistance 
to the operators in these cases because 
there were literally no solid pieces left 
for putting together. 


The patients appeared to suffer cx~ 
tremely little pain during the course of 
the fixing of all sorts of complicated 
wire 
apparatus 
in 
their 
wretched 
mouths because the pressures and 
forces employed were applied so very 
gradually. There were several me« 
present for uj easing who had been un­ 
der ether on the operating table two 
hours before while a surgeon placed 
morsels of their ribs where their own 
lower jaws had once been; these fel­ 
lows 
were smoking cigarettes and 
whistling a little and trying out a hit 
of conversation just to see how *he 
new halves of their mouths worked. 
Apart from the line of stitches up a n i 
down the center of their chins the 
faces looked quite normal. 


From Many Hospitals. 


It is extraordinary what a largo 
number of such difficult cases one den­ 
tist can attend to between nine and 


eleven in the morning. A very few niln* 
utes suffice for each case because I he 
enriug; effected by the apparatus with* 
in the mouth is so gradual a process. 
Six operators had perhaps sixty or sev­ 
enty eases in their chairs during the 
short time that the correspondent was 
permitted to remain in tho clinic. The 
majority of the cases so far have come 
from the wounded taken directly to the 
hospital from the front, but during the 
last few weeks many cases have been 
received from other hospitals whose 
surgeons have heard of the work be­ 
ing done by the-American dental ciinia 
Meet Qf these cases were for reopert- 
tion, of cofirse. 


In addition to the more serious sur­ 
gical work which tho American den­ 
tists are carrying on a large amount of 
extremely important minor work in the 
way of repairs to bad teeth is being 
accomplished. Soldiers who cannot eat 
cannot fight and it takes bettor tliah 
ordinary teeth to chew army food. The 
number of men who have been sent 
back from the trenches because they 
have broken off their rotted teeth by 
biting on hard biscuits and have then 
failon ill from indigestion of food 
swallowed whole is very large. There 
are also in the regular military hos­ 
pitals of Paris and tho provincial cities 
hundreds of men who have simply lost 
their false teeth in the trenches. 
Tho 
state of dental culture in Franco is so 
low—until 1894 any person whatsoever 
could hang out his dentist’s sign— 
that the ordinary recruit has teeth 
which' an American deutist would say 
offhand made him useless for long 
campaigning. 


Tho English soldiers, too, have very 
bad teeth. 
The consequence is that 
toothache is common in tho English 
trenches, even among officers, strauge 
as that may seem. 
Ono English gen­ 
eral even had to have a dentist visit 
him under lire to pull a tooth. 


Important as Good Feet. 


The point which the American den­ 
tists emphasize is that dental work is 
so rapidly done that it would be pos­ 
sible to have every man properly 
equipped with a chewing apparatus in 
time of peacfc and that eating is such 
an important part of a soldier's ac­ 
tivity that it is as foolish to send him 
out to battle with bad teeth as it would 
be to drill men with impossibly crip­ 
pled feet with the idea of making ex­ 
cellent marchers out of them. 
In 
order to raise the dental standard in 
armies, of course, it will bo necessary 
to grant medical rank to dental practi­ 
tioners, who consider themselves as 
medical men who have taken up the 
legitimate medical specialty of the 
teeth and mouth. 


Thus it is hoped that the war may 
have the incidental good effect of ad< 
vertising the tremendous social value 
of the American dental standard and 
introducing into armies some sort of 
systematic treatm ent of this important 
matter.
